Just because a brick home, or 
brick foundation and steps in a 
nonbrick home, nev er need painting 
is no reason to ignore them. 
Instead of peeling paint, y ou’re 
lik ely to find crum bling m ortar. 
Neg lect crum bling joints between 
brick s long enough and y ou may 
find dam p spots on walls indoors 
befo re long. 
Patching a brick wall or founda­ 
tion is the sort of job that y ou can 
do a little at a tim e. First step is 
inspection, With a screw driv er or 
sim ilar object, probe m ortar joints 
for loose m aterial. 
With a ham m er and cold chisel 
k nock out all the loose m ortar. 
D on't bang aw ay at m ortar that 
is sound. Clean out the sm aller 
fragm ents with a wire brush. 
Before apply ing new m ortar, hose 
down the old surface thoroughly . 
If y ou apply m ortar to a dry sur­ 
face it will dry too rapidly , shrink 
and crum ble, 
A prepared m ortar mix , m ade up 
in sm all am ounts as needed, is eas­ 
iest to use. If y ou want to mix y our 
own, try one part cem ent to two 
p arts sand and just enough w ater to 
giv e the m ix ture a uniform consis­ 
tency . 
Use a pointing trowel to fill the 
Jo ints with mo rta r. Fill completely , 
then smo o th. Indent the m ortar 
■lig htly with the end o f the trowel. 
No t o nly is it a mo re 
attractiv e 
Jo int, but it will shed w ater more 
quickly . 
Ha v e a wet ra g ha ndy a s y o u 
to wipe o ff mo rta r tha t mig ht 
cm the brick. 


For the nex t sev eral day s wet 
down the newly patched joints. 
Brick s in steps get loose if joints 
crum ble, and a loose brick is one 
tha t’s lik ely to crack easily . 
For m ortar joints that are just 
beginning 
w ear 
with 
w eather 
and use, repairing is the sam e as 
for a wall. 
But brick s that hav e 
become 
crack ed or terribly loosened re­ 
q uire a little m ore work . Break 
aw ay enough of the m ortar to re­ 
mov e the brick , 
Then clean out all the remaining 
m ortar. While y ou are doing this, 
soak the brick in water. Then cov er 
all the surfaces of the brick ex cept 
its face (the surfaces that will 
show) with m ortar. Fit it in place 
carefully . Finish filling the joints 
with m ortar, if needed. 
After the brick work has been 
allowed to stand for a short tim e, 
smooth the m ortar and wet down 
thoroughly . Repeat the wetting pro­ 
cess for sev eral day s.

Oak floors in beautiful decorator 
colors! T hat’s the latest in distinc­ 
tiv e floor sty ling. 
The innov ation, becoming q uite 
popular in some areas, is an out­ 
growth of the trend to ex posure of 
m ore floor area and use of less 
floor cov ering. 
Paint m anufacturers hav e stim u­ 
lated interest in the new approach 
to room planning by the introduc­ 
tion of ex cellent stains m ade spe­ 
cifically for hardwood floors. 
Utilizing these m aterials y ou can 
hav e oak floors in colors which 
blend or contrast with room fur­ 
nishings while still rev ealing the 
natural beauty of the wood grain 
and figure. 
One leading producer has brought 
out a line of penetrating sealer 
stains in 12 colors. They include 
v arious shades of blue, green, red 
and brown. There is v irtually no 
limit to the range of color effect 
that can 
be achiev ed, 
howev er, 
since the colors can be mix ed in 
any desired combination. 
For use on an opened grained 
wood such as oak , the sealer stain 
first is m ix ed with paste wood fill­ 
er, which fills the m inute pores of 
the wood and helps produce a m ir­ 
ror-smooth surface. 
The m aterial should be applied 
only to bare wood. Prev iously fin­ 
ished floors, therefore, m ust be 
sanded thoroughly or treated* with 
good finish rem ov er before receiv ­ 
ing the stain. Sanding usually is 
preferable, according to floor ex ­ 
perts. 
The stain is applied with a brush 
and allowed to set for IO or 12 m in­ 
utes. Ex cess stain then is wiped off 
with a soft cloth and the floor is 
perm itted to dry . Generally , about 
six hours is req uired for dry ing. A 
coat of clear sealer then is applied. 
When that has dried, the final fin­ 
ish is put on. This m ay be v arnish, 
shellac or other com monly used 
floor finish, 
The sam e ty pe of sealer stain 
also is av ailable in a choice of two 
oak tones, light and dark .

A GARDEN SHOULD be a place 
where 
y ou 
can 
renew 
y our 
strength. T hat’s the way Japanese, 
noted for their beautiful gardens, 
see it, say s Dav id Engel, an au­ 
thority on Japanese gardens. 
The New Jersey born bachelor 
spent four y ears in Japan, two of 
them in Ky oto work ing with J a ­ 
pan's forem ost 
landscape 
archi­ 
tect, Tansai Sano. 
“ We hav e ev ery thing in Am er­ 
ica to produce beautiful gardens,” 
Engel say s. "This country has a 
great v ariety of rock , shrubs of 
all descriptions, trees, sand arid 
grav el that could be used to better 
adv antage,” 
In Japan, Engel say s, rock s and 
plants are thought of as realities 
of nature, associated wa th Ja p an­ 
ese philosophy — rock represents 
female passiv eness; plants, m ale 
v ibrancy , and these are used in 
jux taposition, 
just 
as 
hills 
and 
trees form ed by nature. 
Most Japanese plants are av ail­ 
able in Am erican nurseries, and 
w'e hav e ideal Am erican plants, 
but a great deal can be achiev ed 
in the proper pruning. 
"If ex cess brances are cut out 
of pine trees, for instance, the 
sun s ray s can filter down to the 
foliage of the lower lim bs,” he 
say s. 
There is nothing m agical about 
controlling trees and plants, Engel 
adds. Decide on the artistic effects 
y ou want, and use y our im agina­ 
tion to consider the desired effect. 
“ Sashide, the techniq ue of cut­ 
ting out m ain tips of branches and 
pruning off sm all branchlets w’hich 
project downward, helps achiev e 
the sweeping tufty look so desired 
from a 
picturesq ue standpoint,” 
Engel say s. 
There are m any way s to achiev e 


dram a in y our garden, to screen 
out undesirable elem ents, to m ak e 
y our garden 
look 
larger or to 
break up the ex panse of a large 
garden. He offers these pointers: 
Twists and turns rn a garden 
afford pleasurable sensations. You 
are left to imagine what is behind 
a hedge, a turn of a path. 
The artful placem ent and choice 
of trees, shrubs, rock s, fences and 
hedges can create distance, la rge r 
trees close to the house, sm aller 
ones farther away can giv e that 
illusion. 
Trees and shrubs grouped as a 
thick et 
or little grov e 
in 
fore­ 
ground or middle distance achiev es 
the effect of m ask ing the farther 
parts of the garden. 
A garden that is seen from a 
window should hav e a focal point 
to giv e y ou spiritual identity with 
the garden and a state of relax a­ 
tion. A stone lantern, w ater basin, 
stone figure, rock arrangem ent all 
used by Japanese attract ey es to 
foreground. 
In a house where there is ac­ 
cess to the garden, the room and 
the garden should be face to face. 
The garden design can integrate 
the two. 
When y ou hav e a choice of rook s 
choose the rounded ones, rather 
than the pointed, less restful, one. 
Humanized 
naturalism 
is 
the 
essence of the Japanese garden, 
Engel say s 
an affinity between 
m an and nature. 
Engel, in his book “ Japanese
